TTre insurance sh ould attract many 
takers. Th e American Red Cross re­ 
ports th at floods in th e 11 states, and 
th e District of Columbia, struck by 
Hurricane Agnes caused a record loss, 
damaging 110.325 h omes and directly 
touch ing th e liv es of more th an 500.000 
persons. 
Wh ile no estimate of dam­ 
age« was giv en, th e h ard h it state of 
Pennsylv ania alone estimated its loss 
at ov er SI billion. 
The subsidized policies

would cost an owner $25 a year under 
th e reduced rates, $15 less th an th e 
tam e cov erage in th e past.

Bnueh and asked so little. 
For » sample, th e av erage unemploy­ 
ment rat# across th e land among v et­ 
eran* ia 
1.6 per cent—and nearly 15 
per cent among th ose wh o are 20 year* 
of age or under. Th e av erage unem­ 
ployment in th e United States, by con­ 
trast, ia less th an I per cent of th e 
work force. 
A temporary aberration? 
It would 
be pleasant to th ink to. except th at a 
poll by th e Veterans Administration 
rev eal* th at 47 per cent of th e nation * 
employer* would be inclined to fav or 
a non v eteran for employment rath er 
th an a v eteran if th e q ualification* 
were about eq ual.

Yet th ey 
a rt unable to find jobs in th e sam e 
num bers a* th ose wh o did not serv e 
th eir nation. 
Under th ese circumstances many 
v eterans ordinarily would turn toward 
college* to complete th eir education 
wh ile th ey m ark time. Howev er, only 
about one fourth of th e 5.5 million wh o 
h av e been eligible since 1365 h av e 
ch osen to do so, and th e reason is not 
h ard to discern. 
A single v eteran wh o elects to go to 
college under th e existing GI Bill of 
Righ ts would receiv e $175 per month — 
or $135 per month if h e ch ooses a v o­ 
cational sch ool. 
Both 4are below th e 
official federal pov erty standard. How­ 
ev er. some v eterans are still ch oosing 
college instead of v ocational sch ools, 
simply because of th e additional in­ 
come—yet th eir needs would be serv ed 
by th e job training.

HOW TO IMPROVE 
SHELTER AT HOME 


If you are required to take shelter at home, you can add 
additional protection to that which already exists. Although 
this might be possible at the time you receive warning to take 
shelter, a certain amount of pre-planning is necessary if satis­ 
factory results are to be expected. N O W IS THE TIME TO DE­ 
CIDE W H A T YOU WILL DO AND H O W YOU WILL DO IT. 


WHAT TO DO NOW 


( 1) Study the sketches and decide which is applicable to 
your situation and select a shelter location. The area selected 
should provide 10 square feet for each person to be sheltered. 


( 2) Take note of available shielding materials such as bricks, 
concrete blocks, sand or loose earth which could be moved 
quickly. 


Other things could also be used as shielding material or to 
support shielding material, such as: 


• House doors that have been taken off their hinges ( especially heavy outside 
doors) . 


• Dressers and chests ( especially if the drawers are filled with sand or earth) . 


• Tables and bookcases. 


• Large appliances ( such as washers, dryers, TV and hi-fi sets) . 


• Trunks, boxes and cartons ( if filled with earth, sand or other heavy material) . 


• Books, magazines, and stacks of firewood or lumber. 


• Flagstones from outside walks and patios. 


( 3) If no shielding materials are presently available, obtain 
and store some in a convenient location. 


( 4) Take note of nonperishable foods normally kept in the 
home. If these are not sufficient to maintain your family for 
two weeks, increase the supply. 


IMPROVISING OUTSIDE THE 
HOUSE OR BARN 


Dig a shallow ditch ( 6 inches deep, 6 inches wide) parallel 
to and about 4 feet from the outside wall. Remove doors inside 
the house from their hinges. Place the bottoms of the doors in 
the shallow ditch ( so they will not slip) , and lean the doors 
against the outside wall. Use a thickness of at least two doors. 
On the doors, pile all the shielding materials that they will 
support. Stack other shielding materials at the ends of the 
doors. If there is time, make the shelter deeper by digging out 
more earth inside it. Dig out shallow trenches to allow rain 
water to drain away from the shelter. Shielding materials can 
also be placed on the side of the wall.

Place boxes or drawers on fop of a sturdy table or workbench and ftll with heavy 


material, such as dirt or sand. If the sides of the basement away from the shelter 


area have more than two feet of outside wall exposure, material should also be 


placed around the open sides of the table. 
Be very careful not to overload the 


table to the point of collapse. 


Ground Floor Shelter 


Place boxes or drawers on top and around the sides of a 


sturdy table or workbench and fill them with heavy materials. 


O ften a makeshift table can be made using doors supported 


by cabinets or other pieces of furniture.
